High Opinion Formed by an Ameri- 
can Expert.

Tux Review has just been shown 
by County Councillor P. P. Clark, 
an article in the Good Roads Maga- 
zine” of New York, dated October, 
1902, written by an expert who made 
an official trip overthe roads mention- 
ed last year. As will be seen, it is 
highly complimentary to Hastings 
County roads in particular and Cana- 
dian roads generally. We regret that 
we cannot reproduce the engraving 
mentioned in the article, which was 
reproduced from a photograph of a 
portion of the road near Thomasburg. 
The article says: 

In the accompanying engraving is 
shown an illustration of the gravel 
roads made in Canada. The road 
visited is a belt line and extends 
from Belleville to Tweed, Madoc, 
Marmora, Stirling, and back to Belle- 
ville, a distance of ninety miles. 

The illustration given is of a strip of 
the road fifteen miles north of the old 
York road, the latter a famous lime- 
stone road. The photograph was 
taken during the rainy spell last sum- 
mer, on a morning after a heavy rain, 
which lasted all night. The road, 
however, as shown, was dry and in 
good condition for travel. Peter 
Vancleek is the superintendent of all 
the roads in · Hastings county, and the 
illustration shows what can be accom- 
plished in building and maintaining a 
gravel road, by one who is competent.

When an applicant's request bas 
been approved a presentation card Is 
forwarded from the Lord Chamber- 
lain's ‘office, and it is this card 
which admits the recipient into the 
royal palace. Anyone who ha“ been 
once presented, 1 is entitled 
to appear at any future Leveo with- 
out anew presentation. Further- 
more, a British subject who has 
been so honored may, on any after 
occasion, claim to bo presented by 
the Dritish Ministey at any foreign 
Court. 

Formerly Levees were always held 
at St. James’ Palace, but the King 
decided a short time ago to hold 
them in the Throne Room of Buck- 
ingham Palace, where the second 
Levee of the present season recently 
took place. The day on which a 
Levee is to be held is always an- 
nounced rome time beforehand, and 
applications for presentation are 
feceived up to three or four days 
before the date. 

On the appointed day the Yeomen 
of the Guard arrive from the Tower 
ami take up their positions as 
guards at the main entrance to the 
Palace. Troopers of the Household 
Cavalry are also posted in the 
rooms through which the assemblage 
have to pass, while various court 
officials take up positions in the 
State saloons in order to act as 
guides to those who are to be pre- 
sented. 

On entering the Throne Room the 
King, who is usually accompanied 
by the Prince of Wales, is received 
by the great State officials, and then 
takes up his position on raised 
dais. The various members of the 
royal family arrange themselves be- 
nind His Majesty, and on his right 
stand the officials of the Household, 
In front of the King, separated by a 
ew paces to allow the constant 
stream of visitors to pass, stand the 
members of the different Embassies 
and other Court officials. 

Ambassadors and Ministers are 
presented in the first place, and 
alter them come other, distinguished 
|personages. ‘The latter are marshal- 
led in order by the officials, who see 
| that each gentleman possesses the 
| tecessary presentation card and also 
that his dress is in accordance with 
the rules laid down. ‘Two gontlemen- 
/at-arms are stationed at the door-of 
leach room, who only allow a certain 
number to pass through when the 
room beyond is empty. 
As each gentleman enters the 
Throne Room he hands his presenta- 
tion card to an official, who passes 
it on to one or two more before i¢ 
finally reaches the hands of the Lord 
Chamberlain. The latter then reads 
cout each name, and the King bows 
to each gentleman in turn. Former- 
ily it Was the custom for the Sove- 
reign to shake hands with those he 
knew. but this habit has now been 
abandoned 

The Levee usually lasts about an 
hour and a hall, and during that 
time some hundreds of presentations 
are made, During the last reign the 
numbers attending were unlimited at 
Levees, the result being that it one 
tima there would be an over 
whelming crowd, while on the next 
occasion the rooms would probably 
bo half empty.

SPRAYING OF ORCHARDS. 


The Power Sprayer Does Rapid 
and Thorough Work. 


The Fruit Division of the Domin- 
fon Department of Agriculture. is 
just now giving a series of orchard 
demonstrations in Ontario and Que- 
bec to illustrate the great advant- 
ages which follow the use of. the 
power sprayer. Tho chief object is 
to show that a dozen or more farm- 
era may profitably combine to pur- 
chase a power sprayer, place it in 
charge of somo such man as usually 
docs threshing, who can easily make 
himself thoroughly conversant with 
the best methods of spraying, and 
engage him to make regular visite 
to their orchards. At each farm the 
expert sprayer will only require the 
assistance of a teamster, and thus 
the regular work of the farm need 
not be interrupted. Under present 
methods every farmer in the fruit 
districts requires a spraying outfit of 
his own, and the spraying, if done 
at all, is done in a careless, halt. 
hearted way. by men who do not 
know just when or how the work 
should be performed. Farmers are 
very busy at themseason when spray- 
ing should be done, consequently it 
is often neglected entirely, or post- 
poned until too late to be effective. 

Farmers have reason to feel in- 
debted to Mr. W. A. MacKinnon, 
Chief of the Fruit Division, for 
bringing to their attention the mer 
ites of the power sprayer, If the 
old methods of spraying were valu- 
able, and it is generally admitted 
that they were, this new plan must 
prove infinitely better. It is  thor- 
eugh and rapid, and is accomplished 
with littl or no exertion or incon- 
venience. The pressure is supplied 
by a small gasoline engine on the 
wagon und the spraying done while 
the horses are driven up and down 
between the rows of trees. The 
liquid is forced from a tank on the 
wagon through two lines of small 
rubber hose, By the use of bamboo 
rods with a cluster of six small 
nozzles at the end it is possible to 
reach the topmost parts of the trees, 
and the spray, which is as fine as a 
cloud of vapor, falls lightly upon 
the trees and adheres much better 
than if applied in a coarse spray as 
is sometimes done. The pressure of 
80 to 100 pounds to the inch en- 
sures a spray so fine that it pene- 
trates to all parts of the trees. This 
is one of the chief advantages of the 
new sprayer. The difficulty has been 
to reach the tops of trees without 
a waste of the preparation used, 
which has been the invariable result 
when a heavy stream was turned on. 
Again the appliances used by most 
farmers have only one nozzle, while 
this, as has been stated, has six 
on each line of hose, and the force is 
much greater and the mist finer, 
which is all-important. 

Under favorable conditions; the op- 
erators ‘of this machine could prob- 
ably spray from 600 to 800 trees 
per day. Forty trees, some of them 
difficult to get at, were sprayed in 
about twenty-five minutes; after 
making several moves a day, some 
of them long ones, the operators 
have been averaging between 400 
and 500 trees a day. The trees 
sprayed will be given a regular 
course—four sprayings at least. 

It is hoped by the Department of 
Agriculture that these tests will 
bring about the general adoption of 
the power sprayer. A similar 
apraying apparatus is being used by 
private owners in the Niagara dis- 
trict and is said to give excellent re- 
sults. The efficiency of the machine 
will shortly be increased, as it is the 
intention to use either nine or 
twelve nozzles instead of six on each 
line. ; 

It is contended that if farmers will 
only unite to carry out a systematic 
campaign of spraying according to 
the latest methods, a great deal 
may be done towards eradicating aon 
enemies of fruit. Eixportera who are 
familiar with the results of spraying| 
and the systematic care of orch- 
ards, strongly endorse spraying, 
claiming that it is certain to im- 
prove the quality of the fruit, and 
in support of their claim they refer 
to orchards where the system has 
been carried out, the fruit of which 
always commands the highest price. |

A Paris despatch says: In the 
Chamber of Deputies on Tuesday, 
after a brief discussion, the bill re- 
ducing the duty on wheat to five 
francs was defeated by a majority of 
301 votes. The Minister of Agricul- 
ture, M. Mougeot, in opposing the 
measure, stated that the present 
price of wheat was not excessive, 
and that the farmora were receiving 
a lower price than was regarded as 
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legitimately profitable. The pro- 


posed reduction of duty would mot 
produce the desired end of cheaper 
bread, as it would not affect the 
price of flour. The remedy, if bread 
was too dear, continued the Minis- 
ter, was for the municipalities to ex- 
ercise their power to fix an official 
price of bread.

Tf there is one, there are 200 of 
these, dangling and clinking as the 
Shamman stalks along. % holds 
the Tiur, or sacred tambourine, in 
one hand, and the Orba, a lpather- 
covered mallet for beating it, in the 
other. The rear of the procession is 
brought up by a sort of four-wheel. 
0 Arba cart of good size, complete-

The party, dwarfs, ass, Shamman, 
and boys, march on to the 
Space in front of the Ak Serai, or 
public hostlery, where strangers find 
shelter. Here the drummer, trum 
etef, clown, and donkey, enter the 
Seral; the Arba, with its contents, 
js pushed up against the wall; the 
Shanynen equats upon a little hil 
lock of sand conveniently near, with 
his boy assistants on either side of 
him. The Tartar crowd who have 
followed form a half circle around, 
seated upon the bare earth, leaving 
a clear space in the center.

Rape 
sown on oat stubble or in oats after 
the oats are well up, makes all the 
fall feed one wants. It may 
sown in corn fielda just before the 
last -plowing. Three pounds of seed 
to the acre for oats or corn is suff. 
cient. If sown on oat land after 
the vats are removed, disk in four 
to six pounds. a : 

With a reasonable amoumt of work, 
anyone may keep farm animals mak- 
ing good gains right through the 
summer months. By using the soll- 
ing system, a larger pumber of ani 
mals can be carried on the farm 
than by depending on pastures a:one. 
With soiling crops for summer and 
fall feeding and a good silo for win- 
ter, the farmer's stock is provided 
with succulent feeds 12 months of 
the vear, insuring a better state of 
health and vastly more profit.

CARE OF YOUNG CHICKS, 


For 21 hours after it is hatched 
the young chick needs no food. One 
of the last acts of development be- 
fore the chick comes from the shell 
is the absorption of the yolk of the 
exe, which furnishes abundant nutri- 
ment for the first day of its inde- 
pendent existence. The elements of 
euccess in rearing young chickens are 
proper food, pure wafer for drink, 
freedom from vermin and sufficient 
warmth. 

Proper food includes various ar- 
tisies, variously prepared. Corn, 
oats, wheat and barley for grains, 
some form of meat and grit for the 
gizzard. If the grains are ground it 
is necessary to wet them with water 
or milk ; if whole they are too large 
for the young chick, but broken small 
they form the basis of dry feeding. 
Excellont success is obtained with 
both methods of feeding. So far as 
personal experience and observation 
extends, dough-fed chickens seem to 
develop somewhat faster than dry 
fed ones, while, on the other hand, a 
larger percentage of dry fed chickens 
will reach maturity. 

In wet feeding, the grain should 
be fed not sloppy, but moistened 
sullMently to hold together well. 
A good mixturo for dough is equal 
parts of corn meal, ground oats, 

beef scraps. For dry 
mixture of finely cracked 
corn, broken. wheat, pinhead oat- 
meal and beef scraps in equal parts 
is excellent. Feeding three times a 
day by either method answers well, 
and what the chickens will eat at 
each time indicates the correct 
quantity. For grit, which 
be accessible at all times, coarse 
gand, pounded glass, or any of the 
finer grades of commercial grit will 


answer.

A while ago a cofiee planter arriv- 
ing at Blantyre went to the church 
for Sunday morning service. He 
writes that he was never so aston- 
ished in his life as he was by that 
first view of the interior of this am- 
bitilous edifice. 

The Norman architecture of the 
auditorium, the stained-glass  win- 
dows, the embroidered altar cloths, 
the brass lecterns and their eagles, 
the carved altar rails, the oak pul- 
pit, the well-appointed sea with 
scarlet cushions, the Sunlight 


streaming through the diamond panes, 


of the tinted windows, all combined 
to produce an effect he had never 
expected to see in inner Africa. 

As he entered, the organ was giv- 
ing forth a hymn of Mendelssohn's. 
and simultaneously the choir and 
clergy took their places. The visitor 
wrote that he had to fix his eyes on 
the black choir in their scarlet and 
white vestments to realize that he 
was in Africa and not in Edinburgh 
or Regents’ Park. 

The congregation was composed 
mainly of Euroucans, and the ser- 
vice was in English. At a later 
hour there was a service attended by 
hundreds of the natives, when wor- 
ship was conducted in their own 
language. 5 


THE WONDER OF IT ALL 


is that this building, from founda- 
tion to dome, was built by natives 
who, before Livingstone went among 
them, had never scen a white man. 
The structure is the outcome. of long 
training in the building arts under 
the guidance of the Missionary Scot 
of Blantyrel who seems to have a 
genius for evoking the very best of 
which the natives are capable. 

In one of his recent books, 
Harry Jolinson, who was the agent 
of the Britith Government in estab- 
lishing the Vroteectorate of British 
Central Affica, advised all visitors 
to that region who were in the habit 
at home of observing the usual so- 
cial conventions to take with them 
the attire which they wear on social 
occasions in Europe. Je said they 
would be very uncomfortable if they 
were to appear at a dinner or an 
evening reception in Blantyre in their 
ordinary travelling dress or every- 
day costume. 

They would possibly feel themselves 
a little out of place, too, if they 
were to appear at church service in 
Blantyre in the garments which are 
usually supposed to be appropriate 
for all occasions in the African 
wilderness. Our coffee planter, for 
example, wrote that the congrega - 
tion were attired in such clothing 
as they wotld wear on a Sunday in 
Scotland. 1 

Some of the men turned out in 
black coats, light trousers, top hats, 
patent-leathcr boots, White spats 
and brown gloves : and the women 
wore silk blouses and cloth skirts, 
with all the furbelows and pufis and 
pinchings and swellings which were 
the height of fashion in London two 
months earlier. In fact, the Blan- 
tyre settlers have an almost pathetic 
desire to keep in touch with civiliza- 
tion.

| Blantyre for a quarter of a century 
and are still in good health. But 
men who are careless or reckless in 
‘their habits are shining marks for 
fever, and in spite of all warnings 
many white men drink a great deas 
of whiskey, which increases the 
liability to attacks of the dread 
disease. ‘ 

It it were not for black water fever 
Blantyre would be almost an earth- 
ly paradise, for it is so h among 
the hills that it enjoys within the 
tropics an almost temperate climate 
| delightful af can be found anywhere. 
The Protectorate, of which it is 
the business and social centre, 
though not the capital, which is at 
Zomba further north, has undoubt- 
edly fine prospects before it, ahd if 
some means are happily discovered 
for effective battling with the dread 
fever, this part of Africa bids fair 
to have a development which 
other regions in tropical Africa will 
be likely to rival. 


BX-KING MWANGA'S DEATH 


AFRICAN DESPOT ENDS HIS 
LIFE IN EXILE. 


He Killed Bishop Hannington and 
Burned Many Christians at 
the Stake. 


The news comes from the Seychelles Uganda were settled. There was . 


that Mwanga, ex-King of Uganda, 
has died on the island to which he 
was exiled over five years ago. 
was King of Uganda 
thirteen years before he was ex- 
pelled from his country. He ascend- 
ed the throne before he was out of 
his teens, and at the time of his 
death was not over 37 years of age 
Mwanga while still a boy cursed 
hia unhappy land with the most ter- 
rible atrocitics that have ever been 
recorded in Africa. He was the son 
jand successor of King Mtesa, who 
was made famous in the writings of 
{Speke and Stanley and half a dozen 
Other African explorers. It was 
Mwanga who cut off the retreat of 
min Pacha southward and made it 
necessary to send Stanley to the 
rescue with the costliest expedition 
mat ever entered Africa on a mis- 
gion of peace. It was he who mur- 
idered Bishop Hannington, in October 
1883. It/was Mwanga who burned 
Scores of native Christians at the 
stake, while thousands who escaped 
him hid in the depths of the forests 
far from human Wabitation.

PLANT N INTELLIGENCE. 


and Delicacy of Touch 
in the Climbing Plant. 


One cannot believe that plants 
have individual consciousness, and 
yet their actions show a nice adjust- 
ment to environment, reveal a fine 
intelligence. The intelligence, we 
must think, is in the whole plan ard 
reveals itself in one way through 
plant life as it reveals itself in 
other ways through animal and 
human life. 

The following extract from Knowl- 
edge indicates the firmness and de- 
licacy of touch, so to speak, in the 
climbing plant. 

“It is in the twining plants, such 
as bryony and hop, and the tendril 
bearers, like the vetches, that we 
find the highest development of the 
climbing habit. These plants live 
under unusual conditions. In order 
to gain the light they must seek, 
rather than avoid, overkanging 
foliage, and so we find the vetches, 
instead of turning away from the 
shadow toward the light, like most 
of their neighbors, boldly pushing up 
into the center pt a bush, to burst 
into blossom amid its upper branch- 
es, far above their less daring neigh- 
bors. But it is in the leaves - of 
these plants that we find the most 
remarkablo modifications adapting 
them toa climbing habit. The 
leaves of the vetches and vetchlings 

pinnate—they bear a number of 
opposite ovate leaflets. The tin of 
the leaf-stalk and the uppermost 
pair of pinnae are in the climbing 
species changed into tendrils—sensi- 
tive, twining, whip-like structures, 
remarkable features. 
If the slightly curved, extended ten- 
dril of a young leaf of pea or vetch 
be watched carefully it will/ be found

Have Teeth Set as Regularly as 
Those of a Saw. 


The edge of a razor consists of in- 
numerable points or teeth,“ which 
if the razor is of good material, 
follow each other throughout its 
whole length with great order and 
clearness. The ‘unbroken regularity 
of these minute teeth! goes to 
make up the blade's excessive keen- 
ness. The edge acts upon the beard 
not so much by the direct applica- 
tion of weight or force as it does 
by a slight ‘‘see-saw’’ movement, 
which causes the successive teeth“ 
to act rapidly on one certain part 
of the hairy growth. The best 
razors, according to the microscop- 
ists, have the teeth of their edges 
set as regularly as those of a per- 
fectly set saw.

In real life, it is slightly diferent. 
The children of the heuse royal of 
Kangland—the first children ef the 
werld, so far as rank and estate go 
are very erdimary folk. It is a 
very pelite fiction to assume they 
have everything their own way, 
writes a London cerrespendent. 

At the outset, let one thing be 
made plain : The children of the pre- 
went Prince of Wales, grandchildren 
of King Bdward, charming, un- 
assuming, childlike youngsters, who 
put on as little side in cennectien 
with their manner of living as it is 
possible to imagine. They have ne 
more use for ceremony and geegaws 
than Tom Sawyer had for a tuxede. 

One of the causes of King Ed- 
ward's widespread popularity in 
England is his great affection for his 
grandchildren. It is a phase of his 
character which every one admires, 
and which makes him lovable in the 
eyes of the people. He is always 
making his grandchildren happy in 
some delightfully unexpected way. 
Not leng age, ho presented Prince 
Edward with ons of the finest of 

ycles, and the boy almost forgot, 
er the nence, to ride his many fine 
ponies. 

The first day Prince Edward went 
cycling, he nearly rede himself to 
death, and ‘had to be reprimanded 
for his imprudence. 


KEPT AWAY FROM SCHOOL. 


Up to this time the royal children 
have had very little schooling, as 
the principle of medern education re- 
quires that children should be first 
assured perfect physical health be- 
fore the brain is develeped. 

Play, pure and simple, has filled 
up the lives of these little royalties; 
and they have get playing dewn 
pretty fine. Every visitor to Sand- 
ringham, Portsmouth and London 
who is the least acquainted with 
the reyal children knows that they 
are full of fun, and their capacity 
for being entertained is remarkable. 

The only education received so far 
by the yeunger children—Princess 
Mary, Prince Albert and Prince 
Henry of Wales—is of the kindergar- 
ten kind. At each royal palace visit- 
ed by the children there is a nursery 
Atted up with instructive elementary 
maps and designs. Toys used by the 
royal children are of the ‘‘useful’’

A famous glove making firm in 
England has a collection of curiosi- 
ties relating to the trade, and one 
of them is the largest pair of gloves 
ever made out of a rat skin. The 
belief that such skins could be made 
into gloves was laid before the 
managers so confidently that they | 
resolved to put it to the trial, and

CREDIT OF THE EXPLORERS. 

Ogilvie was away from civilization 
nearly two years, and when he re- 
turned with many sheets of 
maps and modestly told of 
achievements, he suddenly 
into notice in all geographical 
tres. Ho was specially honored 
the Royal Geographical Society 
England and later represented 
Government of Canada in the Klon- 
dike. During the carly years of 
gold mining there, with a small 
force of police at his command. he 
was the sole representative of execu- 
tive authority. 

He began hia explorations in May, 
1887, pushed for hundreds of miles 
dewn the Lewes and Yukon Rivers, 
then up the Taton-duc, Porcupine, 
Bell, Trout and Peel rivers to the 
Mackenzie and then southward along 
the great system of lakes and tri- 
butaries in the Mackenzie basin until 
he reached Ottawa in 1889. 

Most of our information with re- 


gard to the regions he traversed had | og 


been derived from agents of the Hud- 
son Bay Company, who had entered 
the country only to buy furs from 
the Indians and whose geographical 
reports were far from accurate. 
Ogilvie was a man of scientific train- 
ing, and this fact gave much value 
to his work and made it possible 
greatly to improve the maps of 
northern Canada. 

He ascertained the altitudes 
rivers and mountains, traced 
directions of hills and ranges, 
shoots of the Rockies, 
some entirely new discoveries. He 
found, for example, a pass leading 
from tidewater in Chilkoot Inlet to 
the navigable part of the Lewes 

TRIBUTARY OF THE YUEON. 

Qn his journey to the Mackenzie he 
discovered a hitherto unknown river 
over 200 miles long, which has since 
beer named the Ogilvie River. He 
determined the place where the Yu- 
kon River crosses the national 
boundary. On one side of the river 
he blazed the letter A on trees, 
and on the trees of the other side 
the letter C“ to denote that they 
were respectively in the territories 
of Alaska and Canada. 

Most of Ogtlvie's explorations were 
carried on in two basswood canoes 
built extra strong and 
about 140 pounds each, so that two 
men could carry them without diff- 
culty.

AN EFFICIENT PROCESS. 

One day, by the merest accident, 
he made the discovery ho was after 
A rough diamond and a garnet hap- 
pened to be lying on a small board 
on the bench where he was working. 
He happened to pick up one ond of 
the board when the garnet slipped 
off, but the diamond remained. 

This was a phenomenon worth in- 
vestigating. Kersten found that 
there was a coating of grease on the 
board which had retained the dia- 
mond, while the garnet slipped off. 

He procured a wider board, coated 
one side of it with grease and dump- 
ed a few handfuls of concentrates on 
it. Then he found that by holding 
the board in a slightly inclined po- 
sition and vibrating it, all the con- 
centrates except the diamonds mov- 
ed to the lower end and fell off 
While the diamonds remained in 
Place. 

Then he invented a machine by 
which his discovery might be utiliz- 
ed. One part of his machine was a 
slightly inclined table coated with 
grease and vibrating when the ma- 
chine was in motion. Another 
Was a sort of hopper through which 
the concentrates, with a small cur- 
rent of water, passed to the sur- 
face of the vibrating table. Con- 
siderable study was required to per- 
fect tho apparatus, but at last the 
machine was completed and the big 
diamond men were invited to  wit- 
ness the new method of separating 
diamonds from the rost of the con- 
contrates. 

The invention was an entire 
success. All the garnets and other 
minerals that are not wanted pass 
over the surface of the table while 
wer diamond, large or small, is re- 
tained. A more simple and complete 
device for saving time, labor aud 
loss of diamonds could not be in- 
vented, The entire work is now 
done by machinery, hand picking has 
been wholly superseded, and both 
the young inventor and the owners 
of the diamond mines are profiting 
by the new labor saving dévice.

often we hear men say that a deep 
brisket and much width between the 
lore legs indicates great lung and 
heart power, when indeed it does no- 
thing of the kind. That is an old 
beef cattle notion and is without 
foundation in fact. If anyone wish- 
es tO prove the truth of our utter- 
ance, let them compare the 

and lungs of a 1,000 pound dairy 
cow with those of a 1,500 pound 
beef animal of the most approved 
build between the fore legs. They 
will find in most instances that both 
heart and lungs of the dairy cow 
are larger than those of the beef ani- 
mal, Indeed, 

THERE IS REASON FOR THIS. 
The dairy cow secretes a 1 
amount of milk daily. This is a 
great draft on the blood circulation, 
The blood is vitalized by the lungs 
and she requires strong breathing 
power. This fact should compel us 
to provide an abundance of pure 
air for our stables, for we are beat+ 
ing oufselves if we do not. 

Compare the build of the race 
horse between the fore legs with that 
of the draft horse. Yet will any 
man claim that the race horse is de- 
ficient in lung and heart power? It 
is very evident that the facts in 
these two cases do not justify the 
judgment of those who have reason- 
ed in favor of the deep, wide brisk- 
et as indicating incroased heart and 
lung action. 5 

The best and truest indication of 
constitution in man and animals is 
the construction of the walls of the 
abdomen. A large, strong frame 
with a weak belly will not endure. 
On the contrary, a deficient muscu- 
lar build with a strong muscular ab- 
domen will often show surprising en- 
durance. This principle is establish- 
ed by the structure of, the umbilicus. 
A weak, spindlihg umbilicus indi- 
cates that the mother has very im- 
perfectly nourished the footus and 
the walls of the abdomen will be 
thin and weak and the power of en- 
durance correspondingly reduced. It 
is the animal, as Prof. Haccker says, 
“with a good middle’ not unduly 
large or pot gutted, but a belly with 
very strong muscular walls that will 
go to the end of the course and en- 
dure best. 

This is constitution. It is well to 
remember, always, that large size 
in both men and animals is no indi- 
cation of constitution or staying 
power.

| While to know how to keep win 
pieces you have in the beat possib 
condition. Silver tarnishes easily, 
and jewellry t# constantly in contact 
with dust and other substances 
which obecure ite brillancy when 
periodical cleaning is neglected. 

Foe cleaning all sorts of jewellory, 
except pearls, the formula in gener- 
al use with jewellers and opticians is 
simple and available anywhere. The 
articles are first washed in benzine, 
then in dastile soap and water to 
which a little ammonia has been 
added. Itinse in War water and 
dips in alcohol. The theory of it is 
that the benzine removes the grease, 
the soap and water remove the ben- 
zine, the clear water removes the 
soapeuds, and the alcohol removes 
the water. 

If the gold has lost ita lustre 
through usage, or is tarnished, some 
further treatment is necessary, Make 
a solution out of one quart of water 
and one ounce of cyanide of potas 
sium, and dip the jewellery in it. 
Then rinse in clear water, and pro- 
ceed from this point. 

If gold is dull and requires polish- 
ing, rub with a piece of chamois 
leather upon which has been placed 
a ll quantity of jeweller's rouge. 

ash off the rouge with soap and 
water; then rinse in clear water, dip 
in alcohol, and dry in jeweller’s saw- 
dust, 


TO CLEAN PEARLS, 


Pearl jewellery may be cleaned in 
the same manner as that containing 
diamonds, except that the benzine 
bath must be omitted and all the 
operations must performed very 
quickly, so as allow as little 
time as possible to intervene be- 
tween the first wetting ol the article 
and placing it in the sawdust. Pearls 
are often cemented in place, and 
fluids have a tendency to soften the 
cement, hence the need for speed. 

For cleaning silver plate the fol- 
lowing mixture is recommended: To 
two ounces of French (prepared) 
chalk add one-quarter of an ounce of 
ammonia, four ounces of alcohol, 
and two ounces of water. Add to 
this ten grains of cyanide of potas- 
sium dissolved in two ounces of 
water. The resulting mixture should 
be of a creamy consistence. Twenty 
drops of oil of sassafras may be ad- 
ded to give an agreeable odor. 

To apply, pour a little into a sau- 
cer, dip in the end of a soft jewel- 
brush, and go over the whole surface 
of the article in question. It this 
happens to be deeply engraved, use

The best way to ensure free 
dom from dust is to buy several 
yards of cotton flannel, cut into 
squares ten or fifteen inches across, 
and pack away in a box fitted with 
a secure lid.“ Then take a fresh piece 
every time, discarding it when the 
cleaning is over.

‘The stranger who would form a 
correct opinion of the English char- 
acter,” said Washington Irving, 
many years ago in his sketch book, 
“must not confine his observations 
to the metropolis; and the same 


advice applies to the student of Eng- and 


lish domestic economy in our own 
day. 
TAKING THE PROVINCES, 


therefore, and beginning with house 
rents, one can get a fairly comfort- 
able and convenient house in one of 
the larger country towns for from 
an- 
num, plus from £8 to. £10 or £15 
for the inevitable rates. This trans- 
lated into American coinage, means 
that a family of modorate sive may 
be housed with a fair amount of 
room and comfort in a provincial 
town, often in a very attractive 
neighborhood, with schools, librar- 
les, and other intellectual necessities 
close at hand, for from about $200 
to 8325 a year, Within the London 
season-ticket radius, and throughout 
the Midlands generally, most of the 
houses are of brick—red, white, yel- 
low, bluish-black, or gray, as the 
case may be; in other districts, not- 
ably the north, stone prevails. Pro- 
bably this accommodation would not 
satisfy a family accustomed to tbe 
ampler verge of the £200 London 
house, or of larger and costlier man- 
sions; but there are other standards 
of need. The range of prices in the 
better residential towns, however, is 
sufficiently wide, and London is not 
the only place for high rents. Wher- 
ever the house agent's register shows 
the item, grounds, or stables, 
the financial thermometer easily 
mounts to £100, £150 and £200, 
or ovon higher figurés; while out in 
the world of country seats, shoot- 
ing-boxes, and landed ostates there 
is no limit to its ascent, 


Turning again to the family of 
modest views and aspirations, the 
£30 house does not by any means 
touch the lowest level. One may 
exist not umhappily in a house of

The t rature of Hudson Bay ia 
3 degrees warmer in winter 
than that of Lake Superior. James 
Bay on account of its shallowness 
doce freeze in winter, but the ice 
breaks wp early in the spring. 
Almost the only settlers north of 
the Height of Land are the Hudson 
Bay Company's officers, and they do 
not devote much attention to agri- 
culture, but there are small farms 
or gardens around nearly all their 
posts, and from these some idea may 
be obtained of the agricultural pos- 
sibilities of the country. At Moose 
Factory fine crops of oats, barley, 
peas, beans, tomatoes, turnips, po- 
tatoes, beets, carrots, cabbage, on- 
ions, lettuce, spinach, and radishes 
are grown every year without any 
special care, and wheat has been 
successfully ripened there, but it is 
not usually ¢rGwn at the Hudson 
Bay posts north of the fiftieth par- 
allel of latitude, up to which point 
it is a regular crop. Strawberries, 
Fee Bae red and black currants, 
and huckleberries grow in great pro- 
ss fusion throughout the district. Ow- 
swift ing to the abundant supply of wa- 
titer, the luxuriance of the native 
grasses and adaptability of the soil 
and climate te root-growing, this 
bart of the province is especially 
‘Suitable to stock-raising and the 
\dairy industry. 
GOVERNMENT EXPLORATION. 

While the northern portion of On- 
tario has been much neglected in the 
past the government of the province 
is now displaying commendable zeal 
in encouraging its development. Ex- 
Ploring parties have been sent out 
to survey the territory between the 
Height of Land and James Bay and 
wel reports confirm the favorable 
Statements made by the Dominion 
Government geologists regarding the 
general character of the country. A 
summary of these reports issued by 
the Government says: 

Tho results of these extensive ex- 
plorations, as detailed in the elabor- 
ate reports sent in by the surveyors, 
the land and timber estimators and 
the geologists.;have fully justified 
the most sanguine expectations in re 
gard to the natural wealth and fer- 
tility of Northern Ontario, and de- 
monstrated the wisdom of the ac- 
tion taken, whereby some accurate 
knowledge of the character and ex- 
tent of its enormous undeveloped re- 
sources has been acquired. It has 
been established beyond controversy 
that in the eastern part of the ter- 
ritery north of the Height of Land 
there ia an immense area of excellent 
agricultural land, apparently equal 
in fertility to any in older Ontario, 
with an equable and temperate clim- 
ate and an abundance of wood and

Notwithstanding all the criticieme 
and ameliorative suggestions that 
prevail.on social reform among the 
laboring classes, and the dreams of 
the modern sociologista of both 
hemispheres, the problem of how 
Belgium can supply decent employ- 
ment to its southern girls remains 
still to be solved. The kingdom is 
only one-fourth the ste of Pennsyl- 
Vania, and yet within its boundaries 
more than 6,000,000 persens are 
battling for their daily bread. 

Undoubtedly the American girls 
pity their Belgian sisters and com- 
demn the act of employing the weak- 
er sen upon dangerous and «trenu- 
ous labor in subterranean galleries, 
just as the Belgian servant girls and 
farmers’ daughters have pitied them 
for many years: nevertheless, the 
girls at work in the ö 
light of their sympat hire abd seem 
more than satisfied with their mie 
erable lot. None of them would 
voluntarily exchange it for the pos- 
ition of a servant girl. Complaints 
sekiom arise from their lips, no mat- 
ter what grave ? 
share of work may invol 
what wretched condition of servi- 
tude they may be doomed. 

The mines wherein so many young 
girls are spending the best days 
their youth are indisputably the 
deepest in the whole world, some 
reaching a depth of 4,200 feet, and

‘The Toronto Globe, commenting editorially on our proposition to erect 
a consumptive sanatorium, said: The consumptive is under sentence 
of death.“ It was soon shown, however, by the cures effected in the 
Muskoka Cottage Sanatorium, that a great field for useful work had been 
opened. But the demand for increased accommodation, and the cry for help 
from those who could not afford to pay, became so urgent, that the trustees 
decided to open a second home, which was located within a mile of the 
parent institution.
